Bus Lines, It Is Said 


Motorization of St. Lawrence Division of N. Y. C 


Seen As Preliminary Step; U. & D. and D. & H. 


Might Find Similar Plan Practicable 


. There exists a somewhat, widespread 
belief that the steam railroads are 
contemplating: a movement to combat 
the motor bus lines that have sprung 
up tho country over and to fight for 
the local traffic which to a large extent 
lias tone to bus lines.

Local railroad men 
foresee several possible slants that the 
present movement may take In a de- 
fensive campaign for local business. 
It seems to be generally accepted that 
at least a part of the so-called "local 
traffic" must be taken ca- e of by mo- 
torization, in order to save the com- 
pany's business from falling1 to pieces. 


Through experiments made by the
